NOT A WINKING IRSUE.

One of the most inlluential newapapers
in the state of New York, the Roches:
tor Pogt- Bepress, an  jodopondent  jour-
nal, with a tendency townrd democracy
of the hotter sort, has this: **Wa ba-
lisve that an hinmediate reform ot tho
tariff on freo trade lines, whick is the
policy professed in the democralic na-
tional convention, would produce grave
business disnster to begin with, what-
evor good results might come from the
new systom In the future The pro-
toctive policy has boon in vogue since
178; the development of the countey
hus been foreed; millions of peoplo have
Immigiented nnt found employment; enp-
ital hus been turned into unwonled on-
tarprises: tho business of the country
und it= sociul lifo have bean adnpted o
oxisting conditions, It stunds to renson
that any sudden chinnge would be disus-
trous. " :

This is n fair statement of the position
ol thousands of people who favor tarill
reform, but who do not favor the prosent
frae trade polley of the democratic
party. Tha free trade plunk in the
domooratic platform doss not by any
means command the approval of all who
are opposed to the provisions of tho Me-
Kinley law, This i3 well undorstiooa by
those who nre endeavoring to substitutoe
the “foree bill" for the MeKinloy bill us
an object of attnek for campnign purs
poses.  Certainly not more than half of
thosn who habitually vote the demo-
eravie ticket are prepared o favor freo
trade. They can stand tarift reform,
but when free trade Is proposed thoy are
disposod to inquive what would be the
consequences of such radical chunge.

It thus appwars that those who op-
posed a fres teade declaration in the
Chiengo convention were not ignorant
of tha fsct that a considerable elemont of
the democratie party would not fnvor
an atlnek npon the protective principle.
Upon this 1ssue the party iedivided, and
a8 the “force bill’ is not n living issuo
it cannot be reasonably expocted that it
will rousa any enthusiasm. Compnra-
tively fow people know what 15 meant
when the “force bill" is referred to.
There is nothing to excite them in the
fact that 1 measurs introauced in the
lust congress to protact the bHallot box
way killed, They will find it impossible
to see how o campaign issue ean be
made out of such mterial,

It will be found that a very consider-
able element of the democratic party
will not accept free trode,  lven thoso
who favor tarill reform wili prefer the
present prowctive lnw to the adoption
of u system thut would bring disaster
upon the industries of this country.

NEDRASKA ON WHEELS.

The committee of the Nebraska Busi-
ness Men’s association huving charge of
the proparations for sending out train
No. 2of Nebraska products, will meet
with the oflicers of the stats fair at Lin-
coln, September 8, when final arrange-
ments for the display will be mnde. The
train will leave Omahn September 25,
and will travel through o different soc-
tion of the countey from thatof lnst yenr.

A fine exhibit is already assured, but
there is somo space yet to be tilled, and
counties that desire to thus advertise
their resources and have mada no pro-
vision tor an exhibit should muke haste
todo so. [tought not 1o ba necessary to
urge the importance or theduty of mak-
ing this second exhibit of Nebraska on
wheels as full and complete a display of
the resources of the state as i is possi-
ble to get together. It is intendad to
miuke it more extensive than that of last
year, and there should be nothing lack -
ing to render it more attractive, Thers
can be no question as to the success of
last yeur's experiment., It might not be
ensy Lo trace to it any direet results, but
that there wera benefits from it doaes not
admit of a doubt, and of sufticient value
to fully repay the cost.

Butat any rate entorprises of this
kind nre not expuected to bring an imme-
diate return, They sow the sead for a
future harvest, and the train which Ne-
braska will send out this yeur, If it be
freighted with such an exhibit of the
products nnd resources of the stule as
can bo made, will not fail to bring
profitable roturns in the not far future,
Thera is no boltar plan for making the
peopleof other sectiona of the country.
from which we expect to obtuin populu-
tion, familinr with the capabilities of
Nobraska, and it must be made us com-
plete an exhibit of our resources as
possible,

TIE HONEST MOUNEY ISSUE.

Tha question of maintuining a sound
and atable currency, every dollur of
which, paper or coin, issued by the
government shall be ns good ns any
other, must not be lost sight of in the
pending cnmpnign, It is only less im-
portant than the question of maintain-
ing tho Awerican systom of protection,
which the democratic puarty has de-
olared in its national platform to be o
fraud and a robbery.

The fact must be kept prominent in
the attention of the votars of the coun-
try thut the democratic party is com=
mitted, through the nction of its repre-
sontalives in congress, in fuvor of the
free and unlimitod eoinage of silver.

That record shows these fucts: On
Muroh 24 the vote on the Blund bill in
the houso was 180 democerats for and 81

ngainst the messure, . majority of 49
in fuvor of free silver. At the same
time 67 republicons voted against the
bill and only 11 for it, the republican
majority sypalnst the measure being 56
It was this aliuost unanlmous repuslican
vole in opposition o the Bland froe sil-
var bill that defoatad v, A zainon July
18, whon the Stewart senate bill, an ex-
treme froe colnagoe mepsure, was voled
on in the house, it securea a demoeratic
majority of 28, and it was defeated by
the nearly solid vote of the rapublicans
It wus the devotion of the small
vepublican minority to sound lpuncial
principles which ou both these ovcasions
snved the democreucy from lwell, vut
none the less tne pavty was distinotly
commilled Lo the free wolnage ol silver
und it cannot esenpe from this record.
Nor doall of ita leaders desive to do so,
for Spanker Crisp and Congressman Mo
Millin of Tonnessee have besn lelling
tholr constituents that the free eninnge
of silver hus not beon defeated but only
postponed, These moen, who represent
the now dominant element in the demo-
oratic purty, belleve that if the demoe-
raoy should secure contiol of the gov-

ernment {t would open the mints of the
country to the silver of the world, and
that is #he botief and the desire of nearly
overy demoerat in the south and of a
majority of the party in the north. The
fact that Mi. Cleveland bolongs to the
minority eloment of the party that is
opposal to this policy is not sufficlent
nssurance that it would not prevail in

the event of democratic succoss next
November,
T'his iz not the only danger to the

milntenance of a sound nnd sale’cur
roney thut would come from demooratic
success. That party has declared in
favor of repenling the tux on state banlk
issues, and thus virtunlly for a  restorn-
tion of the wild-cat currency of a third
of a century ngo. At lenst one bill was
introduced in the houso of representa-
tives, subsequont to the Chiongo con-
vention, for this purpose, and it is un-
questionable that the democracy as n
party favors such legislation. Evern
froo trade could hardly worle grenter
injury to the people than would a re-
turn of the state bank currency. No-
body who remembers what tho char-
ncler of that currency was before the
witr will need to be told that its restora-
tion would be one of the gravest finan-
cinl evils with which the country could
be ufllicted. It would inevitably result
in such aisnstor to all intorosts as  vis-
ited the country in 1837 and 1857, the
panics of which periods wers directly
due to nn enormous inflation of worth-
lesa stato bank currency.

Froe coinngoe of silver and the restora-
tion of state bank issues ave tho cuy-
rency “reforms’™ which the democratic
purty favora.  The first would reduce
the monetary system of the country to
the single silver standard, while the
second would open the way to wide-
spread froud which would fall henviesy
upon those least ablo to bear the loss—
the farmers nnd the wagoworkeors,

Abundant testimony has from time to
time boon given through the ¢olumns of
THE BEE as to the rich resources ol a
torritory tributary to Omahn in the Big
Horn rogion of Wyoming, While it is
true that Nebrnska's resources  still
invite dovelopment and that thousands
of aeres of good soil in this staso aro yet
untilled 1t isequully trus that the inter-
ests of Omahn as 0 commeorcial center
and distributing point  requirs that
atlention be given to overy promising
new fielid that is naturally tributary to
tnis eity. Making nll due allowance for
the enthusinsm of those who are inter-
ested in the undeveloped country to the
northwest of us it is evident that the
field offers inducements o the Omuha
capitalist and that it may be made pro-
fitable to the manufacturing and trade
interests of this city.

A soil of extraordinary fertility and
productiveness and mineral resources
of rich promise will make the Big Horn
region o source of wealth to those who
shall finully pluck up the necessury cour-
auge 1o apply themselves to its devaelop-
ment. The enterprise that does this
should be Omuaha enterprise, and this
city should reap the advantages which
would naturally resuit from being irst
in the field, The profitable employ-
ment of local capital and the extension
of tho market for local products of all
kinds would be nn adyantage to this city
in muny ways, The matter is worthy of
caraful investigation,

Tho majestic growth of our eastern
neighbor 1s one of the sources of pride
of the west and the wonder of strangers.
And yet there is pothing irregular nor
abnormal about that growth. Towa's
progress has been not like a feverish
fitful pulse, but like the steady current
of health  More than any other state is
lown typieal of the entire country., Itis
the preat average state. Its rate of in-
croase of population has been during
the lust decade exactly the same as that
of the United States ns a whole, and its
ruank, tenth, remaing Lthe samo. Chielly
of an agrienltural sort, ils resources aro
daveloping rapidly in the lines of manu-
fucturing and comwerce. There are no
large cities and it is not likely that
there over will be, on aceount of the sit-
uation of the state and the eharacter of
its s0il,  But there are lnrge prosperous
towns bearing the substantial signs of
prosperity, comfort and happiness, Tha
growth of population in the last decade
has been vhenomenal when one con-
sidars the wvael army of restless immi-
grants who left for better innds, and
paldom found them, and the adversue
legislution of over-wise sintesmen and
politiclans. And her growth in wealth
hus been very much out of proportion to
ner growth in population.

A mero glance may be cast at Iowa's
cloims Lo grontness, First of all, Iowa
bousts the highest rank in eduecation,
The proportion of illiteracy is smallest
there ofall the sintes in the union, There
are more lown students in colleges of
that and other states In proportion to
population thin any other stiate can
bonst. This educntional distinction [owa
has proudly enjoyed for twenly years.
In materinl resources her prowess is
grent. ‘Iako the groat cereals, for ex-
ample, corn, onts and wheat, The lowa
erop of corn in 1859 was ona-sixth of the
antire orop of the United Stites and was
grogtor by 116,000,000 bushels than that
of the nourest state, Illisois!  In oals
Towa ranks s clogs second to Tlinols and
hor average per wero is highest of all
The climute precludos extonsive whaoat
growling butthe ranlk of the state Is tenth
and her average yield is eighth. Wnen
ull the cereals are put together lowa is
ensily the fivst agrlcultur il stato o the
uuion, both in amount and value, In
stouk her rocord is excellent, hur suprem-
ney In hog-rearing having been estub-
lished for yoars.

Yot it is not alone for material re-
sources, the beauty of her rolling
prairies, sparkling rvivers nad rugged
hills that we admire and pralse lowa,
It is for the sturdy stock of men and
women, born aad veared on her bosom,
who within und without the state huve
preserved the teaditions of the Puritans
for Intelligence, emphasis and zeal,
whioh may lead into too great punoctili-
ousness ot times but ever polat the way to
honor and virtue. If epch of the United
States wore as strong In moral wund in-
telloctunl vigor ns lowa this w ould be u
groater nation. lowa while an average

etate in popnlation and growth is
supreme in UREIW0 (lities which muke
nations great,
